The clash between the Com~ 
munist powers enlivened the 
third day of the Mozambique con- 
ference attended by black na- 
tionalist movements and nearly 
90 UN member states to discuss 
the problems of ending white rule 
in Rhodesia and Namibia «South. 
West Africa'. 

‘Wild Ambitions’ 

Mr. Chao. in 2 speech largely

The attack occurred tro cars 
after President Kenneth Kaunda 
of Zambla announced he had put 
his country “on war feoting” 
and his armed forces on “full 
alert” in response to a Rho- 
desian threat of attack. 

Warning on Bases

Senate Approves 
Arms Bill With 
Stress on Ships 


WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP). 
-—The Senate yesterday passed 
ἃ $3%-billion military weapons 
procurement and development 
bill that stresses shipbuilding. 

The vote was 90 to 3, sending 
the measure to 8. conference with 
the House; which approved a 
$35.9-billion authorization April 25. 

The measure exceeds President 
Carters weapons budget by 
$130 million, but it makes reduc- 
tions in proposed military per- 
sonnel and civilian employment 
in the Defense Department.

U.S. Unit Says F riers Got 


Too Much for Curbing Crops 


By Bil Curry 


WASHINGTON, May 18 (WP), 
—From 1971 to 1818, U.S. wheat 
farmers received $18 billion in 
federal payments for not plant- 
ing crops. But $800 milion of 
that covered land the farmers 
would not have planted anyway, 
according to the General Ac- 
counting Office. 

The ineffective payments oc- 
curred, the GAO said, because 
the Department of Agricufture 
allowed the darmers to include 
land that had been fallowed, a 
common technique used for pre- 
serving fertility, in their sda- 
called set-aside acreage. “Our 
conclusion [is] that some farm- 
ers were being paid for doing 
something—fallowing cropland— 
that they would have done any- 
way,” GAO says. 

The wheat payments were part 
of $7.8 billion paid to witeat, 
cotton end feed-grain farmers in 
the crop years of 1971 through 
1973, the year the nation began 
all-out production to meet do- 
mestic and foreign needs. The 
payments were designed to re- 
duce surpluses and thus help 
raise farm prices, 

The GAO report comes at a 
time of new surpluses. The Unit- 
ed States expects to have 1.1 bil- 
lion bushels of wheat left in 
storage when this year's wheat 
harvest begs, 

The GAO recommended that 
farm legislation being enacted 
this year not allow fallow land 
to qualify for any future set- 
aside payments, if Congress ap-~ 
proves such programs, 

Surpluses an Issue 

There is also increasing opinion 
that the nation no longer can 
afford, politically or morally, to 
pay farmers not to grow crops. 
when the whims of weather can 
plunge some nations into famine, 
Agriculture Secretary Bob Berg- 
land believes that the govern- 
ment should financially help 
farmers store surpluses for use 
in times of shortages. 

Current farm iegislation on 
Capitol Hill continues authority 
for set-aside programs. Mr. Berg- 
land favors continuation of the 
authority but, a spokesman said, 
would use set-aside programs 
only as an extreme remedy for 
surpluses. 

The GAO findings were the 
result of an investigation of why 
only 38 million acres of idled 
cropland were put into produc- 
tion after the government ended 
payments that supposedly had 
kept 59 million acres out of pro- 
duction. 

The GAO wanted to know 
whether the government had 
paid millions of dollars to keep 
nonexistent land out of produc- 
tion, The agency concluded that 
the land existed but that it was 
not put into production, in most 


cases, because equal or similar 
amounts “were purposely left idle 
as ἃ normal farming practice.” 

Some land, the GAO said, was 
kept in pasture for grazing or 
had been converted to nonfarm 
use, such as highways, airports 
or industrial and urban develop- 
ment. 

Thus, the GAO researchers con- 
cluded: “The 1971-73 cropland 
set-aside expenditures were only 
partly effective in reducing pro- 
duction primarily because the 
LAgricuiture} Department allow- 
ed summier-fallowed cropland, 
normally idled regardless of act- 
aside programs, to qualify .. . 
for federal payment." 

The GAO cited a department 
study indicating that summer- 
fallow acreage “constituted tir- 
tually all of the set-aside crop- 
Jand in North Dakota.” The 
report specifically mentioned one 
farm where acreage in produc- 
tion increased only three acres 
although the farmer had received 
set-aside payments for 39. 

Fallowing is the practice of 
leaving land out of production to 
allow moisture levels to rebuild. 
Tt is more commonly used in 
drier parts of the nation. where 
wheat is a major crop, Thus the 
GAO study concluded that set- 
aside payments to wheat farmers 
for fallowed land were greater 
than those to cotton and feed- 
grain farmers, 


Chile to Free 13 
If U.S.S.R. Will 


SANTIAGO, May 18 (AP).— 
Chile's military government an- 
nounced yesterday that it is will- 
ing to free 13 Communist prison- 
ers if the Soriet Union will re- 
lease a like number of intellectu- 
als and let them leave the coun- 
try. 

A government communiqué said 
the junta bad agreed to a pro- 
posal of the Copenhagen-based 
Sakharov Committee ta release 
prisoners if the Soviet Union did 
the same. 

The announcement did nat give 
any prisoners’ names, but no 
high-ranking Chilean Commiu- 
nists are believed held in prison 
here, Luis Corvalan, the Chilean 
Communist party chief who was 
held without charges for more 
than three years, Was freed in 
December in exchange for the 
freedom of Soviet dissident 
Viadimir Bukorsky.

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The Nuclear Age 


Ἐπ August the nuclear age, so far as the 
general public is concerned, wil] be 32 years 
ald. True, scientists had known, and many 
on-scientists had read. that the fission of 
the atom could produce unbelievable power, 


but it must be remembered that—again for 
the general public—electric power and the 
ell-using internal combustion engine were 
then only about 2 generation old. Steam and 
eas had been the symbols of power in the 
Youth of many who heard, awe-stricken. of 
the devastation of Hiroshima 

And now some of them are being told 
that the world may go back to coal—to the 
Soar of the black lumps rushing down the 
metal slides to the coal bins: to the barrels 
of ashes that had to be rolled up to the 
walk for the sanitation men to take away: 
ta the black clouds that hung over so many 
cities. ; 

For oil is growing scarcer. solar energy 
remains costly and experimentali—and nu- 
clear energy. which once seemed to be 
equally divided into mankind's greatest 
eurse and greatest blessing. 15 such a sub- 
ject of controversy that its future cannot 
be predicted. 

The trouble with the atom, of course. is 
precisely that it can be a curse as well as 
a blessing, whether it is intended to be used 
in a bomb or in a power piant. ‘True, coal 
mines have collapsed on their workers and 
many a steam boiler has blown up. But 
neither of these contains the potential for 
Gestruction that Hes in nuclear energy. 50 


men argue ever whether thet energy shell 
be produced by natural er manufactured 
sources, what rules can be set up to prevent 
the creation of bombs: whether those now 
equipped with nuclear technology can export 
their knowledge, and how, and to whom. 

Already, nuclear diplomacy has passed 
through a number of stages. from the inter- 
nationalization first proposed by the United 
States and vetoed by the Soviet Union, 
through the simplistic “ban the bomb” phase 
which assumed that marching crowds and 
mere words would extirpate an international 
threat, to the complex trading and arguing 
of the present (in which crowds also take 
their role—as in New Hampshire the other 
day). 

And there has heen at least one major 
international erisis—over the Cuban missile 
bases—when it seemed that Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki might be repeated on a far larger 
5.816. and which demonstrated that the nu- 
clear age must inevitably be a dangerous 
one, unless humankind can recognize that 
one person killed with s rock could escalate 
into millions dying in nuclear blasts: that 
some accident within a nuclear plant could 
be as bad as an act of war. Men have proved 
that rocks, or knives, or the fire that flint 
and steel can produce, are capable of laying 
waste to a civilization which those imple- 
ments helped create. Now men must prove 
that knowledge of virtually infinite power 
can advance a civilization, without wiping 
it out. The energy crisis is becoming, in the 
nuclear age, the crisis of the world. 


The Troubled Triangle 


The cold war between the Soviet Union 
and China proceeds apace into its third de- 
eade and each of the giant Communist na- 
tions wants President Carter to join with it 
against the other, That in itself is an ex- 
cellent reason for doing no such thing, Al- 
though no sane person wishes to exacerbate 
their rivalry toward military conflict, the 
contest presents both risks and opportunities 
for the United States that need to be welgh- 
ed in its own diplomacy. 

These thoughts recur because of last Sun- 
day's remarkably vituperative assauit on the 
Peking government by Pravda, the official 
voice of Soviet Communists. The Chinese, 
% said, are actively preparing and wishing 
for war against the Soviet Union to promote 
their own “expansionism” in the Pacific and 
Sontheast Asia. And certain Western leaders. 
Pravda continued, are foolish enough to 
think that they can keep this hostility aimed 
toward Moscow alone, profit from the sale 
ef arms to China and avoid the eventual use 
of the arms against themselves. 

Those are strong words, even in a contest 
that has already produced violence along the 
Sino-Soviet frontier and whose conflicts of 
state have been compounded by deep racial 
and ideological resentments. In Chinese 
eyes, the Russians haye sold out both Com- 
mumnism and Chinese economic and military 
interests to the West. In Russian eyes, the 
Chinese have shattered the worldwide solidar- 
ity of revolutionaries, undercut Soviet power 
and influence, and agitated for nuclear con- 
Nlagration. 

We can only suess what triggered the 
latest Soviet assault on the Chinese. It is 
the final proof, if proof was needed, that the 
deaths of Mao Tse-tung and Chou-En-lal, 
like the ouster of Nikita Khrushchev, chang- 
ed nothing in this rivalry. Clearly the Chi- 
nese are worried that the United States will 
not resist Soviet influence in Europe and 
elsewhere. and that Americans will only 
weaken themselves in the arms-contro! ne- 
gotlations that resumed in Geneva this 
week. The Russians are plainly worried that 
the United States may collaborate with Pe. 


king against them and even begin te supply 
China with arms and military equipment. 

The proper aim of the United States in 
such ἃ situation is to exploit the rivalry in 
the pursuit of its own interests, but not for 
exclusively anti-Soviet or anti-Chinese pur- 
poses. 

For the next generation, at least, the high- 
est American interest must be the preserva- 
tion of the nuclear balance with the Soviet 
Union, through arms control as well as arms 
development. Only Russian missiles threaten 
our survival or that of our allies, for the 
time being, and China’s condemnation of 
the arms talks, and refusal to participate, 
must not alter our priority. The same priority 
for arms control must be demanded of 
Soviet military planners, no matter what 
their fears of eventual conflict with China. 
It may be that the Russians are preparing 
to use China as an excuse for exceeding 
American weaponry in many categories, 
That would complicate arms control efforts 
immeasurably, 

The Russians may also be saying, how- 
ever, that further American sales of com- 
puters or other strategic equipment to China 
might require Soviet countermeasures and 
force them to alter their arms-control terms. 
That, and the concern that Chinese military 
power may one day arouse in Japan, is 
reason enough for the United States to seek 
less provocative ways of cementing relations 
with Peking. 

A nuclear weapons equilibrium must come 
first among American objectives. But most. 
trade and diplomatic ties with China are 
consistent with it. Indeed, closer collabora- 
tion between Washington and Peking can 
be subtly helpful In promoting a Soviet in- 
terest in Western détente. And in third- 
country situations. it cannot hurt at all 
for the United States to have the choice 
of cooperation with Moscow here and Pe- 
king there, as suitable. It is easier to define 
diplomacy in the simple terms of friends 
and adversaries, but it {s more profitable ta 
jabor at our corner of this intriguing tri- 
angle.

Fit of Common Sense 

The belated fit of common sense which 
has seized Sir James Goldsmith and those 
involved with Private Eye, enabling them toa 
settle the proliferation of legal differences 
between them. is to be welcomed. If Private 
Eye has. in the past. pursued a vendetta 
against Sir James. as he claimed. then his 
response Was equally a legal vendetta against 
the magazine, which could have threatened 
its existence. Whatever relief might be felt 
at the ending of the feud is. however. tem- 
pered by ἃ sense of loss at some of the legal 
loose ends which, remain. 5 

The most important unanswered legal 
point concerns the status of the offense of 
eriminal libel. when allegedly committed by 
a newspaper. By the Law of Libel Amend~ 
ment Act, 1888, the consent of a High Court 
judge is required before any eriming) pros- 
ecution for libel can be instituted against a 
newspaper or other publication. That consent 


was obtained by Sir James from Mr. Justice 
Wien in April last year. Although the de- 
fendants wanted to challenge the correctness 
of that affirmative decision by the judge, 
the law provided no avenne of appeal. That 
itself is unsatisfactory, and ought to be rem- 
edied: by legislation granting a defendant 
the right of appeal under those circum- 
stances. 

Now, with formal verdicts of not guilty 
being directed by the judge against the 
defendants facing the charges of criminal 
1861. after the prosecution had offered no 
evidence, Mr, Justice Wien's decision can no 
longer be challenged, as it undoubtediy 
would have been, probably to the House of 
Lords if necessary, had the case continued. 
The point at issue is, simply, whether 2 
criminal prosecution for [86] lies where 
there is no threat to the peace and no wider 
public interest involved.

Not to, mention mattresses, sheets, towels, patent 
medicines, soft drinks, cars, watches, cameras, 
resorts. board ‘games. books, and a catalog of 
other goods and services that suppliers wish to 
“present to the affluent, trendy and ever-growing 
tennis audience. τς 

“Demographics” is the magic word. Poll-takers 
tell us that more than 30 milion persons in the 
“United . States alone play tennis irom time to 
15, 20 million of these at leass a couple of 
times a montb. A similar boom is on in Europe, 
Japan and other parts of the world. 

The tennis market: has ‘the appetite and re~- 


-Sources for conspicuous consumption. Endorse- 


ment oppartamities have increased almost geamet- 
Tically in the last five years, and the fees paid 
to .pinyers for personal services abd appearances 
have spiraled. 

_ Newcombe, who is by now a one-man puni- 
conglomerate, and féllow AustraHan Laver hate 
demonstrated that players with the proper repu- 
tation, personality and advisers can expend: their 
income even. after. they: have passed their prime 
on the court. 

But Borg. the reigning Wimbledon champion, 
who will not turn 21 until next month. is perhaps 
the outstanding example of head-to-toe merchan- 
dising, - 

Be is paid $50,000 a-year, for instance. to wear 

advertising Tuborg, the Danish brew- 
ery, every time he waiks on court in public. 


Since athletes are not permitted to pitch alco- 
hole beverages in many places, the terrycloth 
headband that keeps Borg's blond iocks out of 
his eyes bears the name “Tuborg” in big letters, 


“with the words “orange soda” in smaller print 


below. 

Borg also is paid more than $100.000 to play 
with Bancroft rackets in the United States «Don- 
Day rackets in Burope). 

He is even paid to endorse the gut with which 
the rackets are strung: a brand called VS. (The 


‘fee for this is strictly peanuts, about $2,000. but 


Borg gets as much gut as he can use. 

Borg also realizes approximately $200,000 in 
tennis-clothing contracts—Fila shirts, shorts. socks 
and warmup suits in the United States, Jockey 
tennis wear and Wertex hosiery in Europe. 

He gets about $50,000 for wearing Tretorn shoes 
everywhere (he used to wear Tretorn in the United 
States, Adidas in Europe), and something τα 
excess of $25,000 for having a Scandinavian Air- 
lines System patch.sewn on the shoulder of his 
tennis shirts, (Other players, such as Wojtek 
Fibsk of Poland, wear their national airlines in- 
signia on their sleeves, while Adriano Panatia and 
Tlie Nastase use that space to advertise Marlboro 
cigarettes.) 

Borg also receives more than $10,000 for doing 
radio and print commercials for Nutrinient food 
supplement; miore than $50,000 for peddling Saab 
automobiles, and another $50,000-plus for his 
association with a soon-to-be-built resort in Mex- 


. ico called “Camelot.” 


In addition, he endorses Dextrasol glucose tablets 
and Kellogs’s cereals in Scandinavia, Lois jeans 
in Spain, and a tennis board game throughout 
Europe. - 

In Scandinavia. he bas his own line of comic 
books and bed linen. A Swedish firm called 
Chirls Intersales markets busts of him in Sweden, 
where he is cousidered, as Stammer says, “kind 
of a national resource.” 

IMG and the other agents and managers who 
represent tennis players do not pretend to be 
charitable institutions themselves. IMG, for in- 
stance, takes 25 to 35 per cent of a client's total 
annual income as its fee, 

In addition to lining up the extras for clients. 
the firm also offers tax, investment and persona! 
management services. 

Borg now lives in Monte Carlo because income 
taxes in Monaco are, as Stanner puts it, “mini- 
mal” SBorg’s neighbor in the same apartment 
buikiing is-the Argentine player.

Do the players use and endorse the products 
to which they lend their names? Most do, some 
gon't.

The Vasarely Way to Urban Salvation -

NNET-SUR-MARNE, France (NYT).— 

Victor Vasarely's paintings and art 
objects have commanded impressive prices 
for many years, but he believes that “the 
individual artist is out of date” because 
no single creator can relieve the “visual 
pollution” that has made ugliness a world- 
wide affliction. 

So the 62-year-old painter has “banish- 
ed the word art” from his yocabulary and 
is devoting himself to the task of making 
the world more humanely agreeable. Vasa- 
rely, Hungarian-born but a resident of 
France since his youth, has spent the mil- 
lions ne has earned on ἃ museum and a 
foundation to promote his idea that only 
“kinder disciplinary creative activity” and 
a whole new system of planning can halt 
the spread of global ugliness. 

‘The foundation, which opened last year, 
ἐς housed in a stumning building designed 
to Vasarely’s own vision of the future. It 
is a faceted, three-story structure of huge, 
white circles in black squares in Aix~en- 
Provence, a few miles from the Paris- 
Riviera highway. 

Vasarely's other base, the museum, is 
at Gordes, about 50 miles north of Aix and 
somewhat east of Avignon, The museum, 
which has displayed his work since 1959, 
represents “the personal and subjective” 
aspect of his project, while the foundation 
is intended to display “the result of uni- 
versaly directed fundamental research, 
with ὦ theoretical base.” 

The foundation 15 supposed to prod 
manufacturers into developing new build- 
ing and decorative materials, new ways 
of coloring concrete, for example. “I re- 
alize my limitations,” Vasarely said, “One 
person can't seek to change everything, 
so I have focused on one aspect of the 
urban environment, which is the form 
of buildings and the use of color.” 

Be is at least vaguely aware of the 
economic problenis by his visions 
and that is why he has tried to develop 
ideas for beautifying existing city land- 
scapes without pulling anything down, as 
he is hoping that the foundation will 
bring together the wide assortment of peo- 
ple he thinks should be involved in build- 
ing new cities, or parts of cities, m a dif- 
ferent way. In addition to engineers and 


architects, he insisis that this include 
artists, psychologists, sociologists and pub- 
lic health specialists. 

‘The foundation is also ἃ museum, inthe 
sense that it 4s open to the public and 
contains some stunning displays of his 
major work, very large-scale in some 
cases, and executed in a variety of mate- 
rials. There are huge walle of paint, 
glass. pile. tapestry, cardboard and painted 
wood. all designed to show the versatility 
of the materials. A moderate-size hall 
contains 22 display cases designed by the 
artist; each holds 42 plates which can be 
seen from either side, automaticaliy shuf- 
fled for the viewer by push button. It 
would take a mile and a half of wall 
space to hang them ali, according to the 
foundation's director, Claude Pradel. 
“The automated cases hold ἃ series of 
Vasarely proposals for buikdings, towns, 
prospects, orderly scales of color and form, 
plans and products of his research, The 
purpose is to attract and inspire people 
to consult.on schemes to avoid “visual 
pollution” or to reduce what exists, as well 
as to provide a setting for seminars of 
architects, urban plamners, engineers, psy- 
chologists and doctors on the problems of 
making cities look and function better. 
The smbition is grandiose, the reasoning 
modest. “There are 4 billion people in the 
work,” Vasarely said with a smile in his 
workroom at Annet-sm-Marmme, “They 
have to be housed, as well as fed and 
clothed and provided with cultural mea.” 
Back to nature is out of the question 
and many of these people will have to 
live in cities. The cities won't have the 
means to house them ail with magnifi- 
cence and, besides, variety in budding is 
strictly limited by questions of space and 


engineering. 

“There can be improvements in lighting, 
heating. solar protection and such things,” 
Vasarely said. “But basicaliy, there are 
verticals and horizontals and that's that. 
Manipulating windows and balconies 
doesn’t do anything really to change the 
monotony. Studies have shown that the 
monotony of the city landscape provokes 
a lot of nervous disorders and strain” 

Instead of dreaming of an earlier, more 
hhumaniy scaled society intimately en- 
sconced in nature, Vasarely takes Urbanism
